This I dare confidently atteft for truth, asone who had re- 
mained conftantly in my Attendance upon ‘His Majefties Perfon, 
even to the laft Mans. when we were all expreflely injoyned to ~ 
be removed from our Gracious AZafter : whofe love to His owne 
was fo great, as this Injunction of our departure fram Him, 
eftranged us from our perfonall attendance; but!never fromthe 
memory of His goodnefle : nor the individual! tie of our Cordi- 
all allegeance. For I dare confidently, affert, chat this. awful 
Command was {fo grievous to fome of us, as the Sentence of death 
had been with more cheerfulnefle received by us; then our re- 
moveall from: His prefence, whofe.gracious. afpect operated fo. 
powerfully on all our motions. 

Hence you receive the Rea/ons, whence I was pitch’t upon 
this Zaske ; which I fhall-no lefle fuccinétly then fincerely re- 
turne.to the honour of my 7#s# Afafter : with clearfatisfaction 
to all fuich, as {tand  doubtfull of: the reality of fo princely and:

Firft then, To the Ground which induced His -Grace-to -this: - 
Work; He exprefleth Himfelfe inthe very firft Entrance, or In- 
troduction to thofe His Divine Effayes: The Caufe of. His re-. 
move or recede from this Parliament.:) wherein He layes down, 
the Motives of His Departure ; with: His integcious defires ofall 
concurrency with chat Great Councell of State; in -whatfoever, 
might hold confiftence withthe peacefull Governments of His. 
Kingdomes-; without: the lea{t intention of trenching upon the. 
Liberty of His Subjects, or impofing. any illegall burthens upon. 
their {houlders..: This have -heard Him oft-times fecond,. with 
this patheticall exprefle : O that My Subjects knew but the inten 
grity of mine Heart towards them | But underftanding ‘upon what 
defperate hazards Herun, and how all His Royall intendments. 
fur the Publique were mif-con{trued : -Nay, that His owne Per-. 
fon could hardly be Secure without Securing;after fundry private’ 
Addrefles: (to divert more open: and difperfing, jealoufies) He 
refolved, having. found all His endeavours: and. propofals unfa- 
tisfactory, to withdraw Himfelfe fora feafon from-His Parlia- 
ment’; hoping by that meanes tomake Them His, with His ab. 
fence and {weet temper'd indulgence; which to His great greife,. 
as. Heiprofefied,He could not procure by, His prefence. . Bat con-: 
| | ; 1 sttary,

eraryto His expectance, This revived that wound, which He 
hoped, might have been partly, ifnot perfectly cured ; For this 
defertion of His Two Houfes,by the aggravation of /ome Incendi- 
aries, whom God forgive, cryed up His defignes to be nothing 
leffe then aiming at a Tyrannicall Government: to make His 
People Slaves: and enrich His Exchequer by His Subjects ruine. 
And too many. credulous Eares were ready to give attention to 
thefe unjuft and injurious Afperfions ; receiving for truth what- 
foever the poyfon of viperous tongues had malicioufly fugge- 
(ted: and to bring an Odivm upon His Sacred Perfon, publiquely 
difperfed. 

Was it not theri high time to vindicate His traduced Honour 
by His Pea, which He could not with fafety doe in Perfon ? It 
was the Maxim of a ferious Moralift ; who had found by experi- 
ence, that Innecence f{ummoned before aSeat of Jnjuftice, was 
a fufficient object for Sx fferance : If it were fuffictent to accufe, Who 
could be innocent ? ' 

This was my Royall Mafters condition: His breaft conld not 
~ be fo tranfparant, as to eye His integrity: nor His Perfon with- 
out mif-prifion, to plead His own Apology. 

Many yeares Debates drawne out by the lines of our c#n- 
ning st Projectors, had refolved what they meant to doe with 
Him: before they acted. this fearfull and horrid Tragedy upon 
Him. They meant to make Him a Glorious King, and fo they 
have made Him: butto ##king Him firlt, to difcover the Zeal 
and Allegeance they bore Him. 7 

Bat to omit thefe, letus give alitetle more clear fatisfaction 
to fuch, whofe prejudicate eyes be not wholly unfilmed touching 
His moderate compofure and carriage after His recefle from His 
Parliament. Take a full furvey of His Princely demeanour: and 
you will not finde any predominant paffion, or intemperate 
{pleane working on Him. Though many odious, fcurrilous, and 
treacherous Libells were daily by an un-authentick Priviledge 
poafted up, and publifhed againft Him : So oft as they came to 
His hand, He perufed them with a modeft fmile, pittying their 
indifcrect boldnefit, for mif- {pending their time on firch fcanda- 
lous Subjects, 

But L intend to wipe off thefe (fuch were His words) with a [punge 
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of Truth. It foall be my Taske, at foare houres (. and many fach it 
feemes, iy Parliament will admit Ate) to wndecesue Ady People ; 
and to rectifie their mif- guided jwdcements, who ar 
the spirit of Error. 
Thefe were the Grontnds that induced Him to this erke. The 
pariuit whereof, as it conduced highly to the content of His 
rind, and inward peace in the penning: So May it render.no 
tefle fatisfattion to any unprepoflefted judgement in the rea.

ceiv'd) for difpofing and rectifying the Conftitution of a diftem- 
pered State ; as He was not more induced thereto by others 
advice, and neceffity of His edffaires, then His own choice and 
inclination as one, who alwayes thought the right way of Parlia: 
ments mott fafe for His (Crowne, and belt pleafing to His People.: 
He was pleafed fome few dayes after He had retired from his 
Parliament to.communicate his thoughts in his Garden at Theo~ 
balds, to fome of his Gentlemen, who were neareft to Him, and 
of whofe intimacy and abilities Heftood moft confident » how 
he had fet hishand to Paper, to vindicate his mnocency in the 
firft place ; by fhewing the reafons he had of receding from his 
Parliament ; which he hop’d could not chufe but render full Sa- 
tisfaction to all his Subjects .: unleffe they were of fuch.a temper, 


ashad pertinacioufly afferted a dif-affeation to his Perfon ; and 
that not fo much as one line had falne from his Pen, which with

Hisnext Effay, ashe told us, He intended thould take its 
difcourfe from the fuithfullef? Servant and sncomparable/t States 
man that any Chriftian Prince could poffibly rely on. “One, faid 
“he, whom J cannot without a pious & religious forrow remem- 
‘ber : condemning my felfe in nothing more, then fuffering my 
hand to thwart the refolution of my heart : having fo exprefly 
‘delivered my thoughts, and info publick a manner ; as befide 
" My Owne confcientions feares,which ineeflantly awaken me, the 
‘relation of fo ungratefull an action cannot but to fiucceedine 
* times redound highly to my difhonour, 

To this a Gentleman of his Privy Ghamber (and one now 
eminent inthe Eye of the Publick) made anfwer ; That this 


could not be for imputed an Errour of His,but to Their dofrinall’ 


Affwrance, who maintained the comveniency of it ; and made 
good his Swb/criptionto it. * O faid he(and this he delivered with 
“a deep figh)but it is not fafe for Prices to pin their faiths upon 
* toming Prelates fleeves ! Though their kxowledge make.them nn- 
‘excufable of Errour ; their future account {hall neither teffen 
‘my Guiltjnor falve mine Honour. 

Hereto prefently replyed one (whofe late arreft by death, has 
freed Him from incountring’ with fadder Fortunes) Sir, ifthe 
Sence of that Action “have fuch ftrong influence o’re your 
thoughts ; that the difperfing thereof abroad may fo much ac- 
crue to your difhonour, I fhould hold it an a&t of more Princely 
policy in you, rather toclofe then to Jay open fuch a wound, as. 
may wound your Fame. 

“Ono,in no cafe (QE D) faid His Majefty.The way to ente 
‘wounds, is not to cfofe but difcover them. They rask/e by being 
“clofed before they be cured. As for Princely pelicy, Thold none 
> “better then fincere picty. This itis will oncly fecure Him: and 
* fubject his outward aftetions to the Soveraignty of. the inward 
*Man.For my part,this fhall be my conftant Refolve (and it thall 
‘be my daily prayer, that no earthly Objet may weaken it in me) 
“ that my Sinnes may be ever before me®or there is fuch a pretious 
“ Eye-falv@n a pious teare, (being properly called therine of the 
* eAdngells ) as it allayes the diftempers of an afflicted Spirit. And 
*truly,Gentlemen, weigh but my prefent condition in this parti- 
‘cular, and you cannot chufe pi conclude, that this net

€ Gilead may prove more truly cordiall, and Soveraigne for me, 

then the belt Court-/olace, or Civet-advice, were Linthe cheer- 

€ fiullet-and fecureft eftate that any worldly Prince can enjoy. 

© Our Scholifts tellus (and our owne Synderifis attefts no lefle) 

‘ that co finne againlt ones Confcience, even in mattters of indiffes 

© rency, edifiesto Hell, What may we then think of Actions par- 

‘raking ofanhigh and Criminall nature? The Joffe of a mans 

€ life (faid chat 46/elate Commander ) cannot be recompenced, nor 

‘made good by any benefit, or act of Grace that may be confer- 

red upon his Survivour. Gentlemen, you may believe it, (for 

“out ofadeep and impreffive remorce doe Ifpeak it) that the 

‘ difgufls of our Grand Senate, nor all the injurious affronts they 

can put upon me, may in reafon fo much perplex me, as the leaft 

© thought of that inexcufable wrong I did to my faithfull Servant ; 

© whofe highAblilities,as theywere more to be admired then paral- 
 Jel’d:So his induftrious Service was in civill chankfulnefs to indear 

* me more,then ever any Subject (if 1 may properly {peak it) obli- 

ocd his Soveraigne. For his fafety, with whatfoever elfe was 

‘molt dear unto him, he ingaged for my improvement.” His 

‘want of health, at fuch time as he lay fick at my Lord of 
‘ Leiffers, witneffed how much his enfeebled body had fuffered 

‘by rough and tempeftuous Seas, and intemperate weather in his 
€ lace Irifh pallage hither. | 

¢ All which, with much cheerfulneffe, he not onely encountred 

‘but fleighted. Having arrived here, and left the Coaft of Ireland, 

* where he was both fear’d and lov'd: was he not afterwards que- 

€ftioned for his life, even upon thofe Commands, which my 

© CommiJion injoyn’d him to act upon his Allegeance ? And can I 

© reteine thefe leffe then with athankfull forrow, not onely to 

€lofe a Loyall-knowing Servant: but to gratifie him with an 

© Inanttive Sentence of death for his faithfull Service? In the fad 

€ recollection of thefe, I may ferioufly proteft, and with aclear

In this fort was His Majefty pleafed at that time to communi- 
cate his.griefes unto us: and with that paffionate innocency, 
as it wrought ftrongly upon our attention. | 

After this, he tooke into his ferious Confideration, all fach 
doubts, as might object themfelves to -his fecond thoughts, in 
the divulging thatEffay touching the Earle of Strafford : whether 
the world might not worthily tax him either of levity or pafilla- 
nimity in the furvey of that A€tion, As’ likewife in his Decla- 
ration of the Moving Caufe of his recede from the Parliament : 
whether fuch Reafons as He alledged, would bear weight in the 
Skale of equall judgements. Which, after due deliberation, He 
concluded would not onely appear fatifa@tory to his People, but 
neceflary| in his: own particular; forafmuch as thofe (orrapt 
Members that had begot'a diftemper in the whole Body, {trove 
to lay an Odivm upon his Perfon ; -for-his defertion of the Houfe 
without. juft.caute. . Gro:

E know well that mens fufferings receive the livelieltign> 
VV voto from the draught, or Reprefentative of their 
Sufferers. It was the faying of a wife Greek, Any mans pen but 
my owne,s a ftranger to my paine. In which fenfe may that: Morall 
Pofition in this place hold proper relation, ove? oA} ayaa 
He who recommends thofeAnnals or Memorials ofhisA ions, 
Sufferings or Indignities to a fuceeding. Rementbrancer; when 
his own abilities may performe that Taske, and accomplith the 
work in his own Time; may be compared to an uowile Zeffater s 
who leaves large Legacies. to be beftowed .on fach Perfons after 
his death: but the Eftate from whenee thofe Legacies fhould 
arife, falls into the hand of a prodigall Difpofer: who long bes 
fore thofe flowers which were beftow’d on the Teftators Corpfe 
are withered, has quite forgot the tenure or purport of his Will, 
He findes whatfoever was bequeathed to others, little enough for 
his owne expence. 
Such was the folly of this Teftator, to de 
{ty of a profufe and carelefle Executor, 
Thefe Confiderations (queftionlefle) Wrought infinitely upon 
His Majefty. He reteined a deep fenfe of thofe infupportable | 
aftronts and indignities he had fuffered : and how even thofe Per- 
fous, on whom fince the firft beginning of his Raigne, he had 
amply conferred his Royall favours (though finge paid home in 
their own coyne) expreft themfelves moft ungratefully bitter in 
the purfuite of their malicious defi 


| ignes. Albeit, fo tender was 
he of their Honour, and fo hopefull of the future recognition 


of their Allegeance ; as his defire was rather to {oadow them, then

His reafon of concluding, every aiftinct Section , with @ 
Meditation or devotional P{almedy. 


L. hath beene obferved by his Chaplaines in Ordinary ; and 
by us too, who by our Places, were nearer Attendants to his 
Perfon ; that thongh his defires were to be conftantly vers'dia 
all parts of Sacred writ, ‘yet he took fuch infinite comfort in the 
Pfalmes of David,'as he would uftally upon -occafion repeat 
Sundry Pfalms by heart from beginning, to ending. And in Cons 
clufion thereof, would callto mind that Obfervation of Sain 
fal. Auguftine touching that Book: Im every part of Scripture I'finde 
ifefully Something ; but in the Book of Plalms I finde a Store-houfe 
of all things, A rich Score-houfe of all Spiritual Provifion. Cor-. 
dialls for the affli@ed ; Corafivesfor the impenitent ; Salves for 
all Sores ; Cures for all griefes'; Balmes for all wounds ; Solaces 
for all foules'; Medicines for all Maladies: Receipts for all In- 
firmities, Armed with this divine furniture, His Majelty amidft 
his Greate(t Trialls (as never Prince grapled with more for 
number, nor more grievous for meafure) could witha refolved 
patience talke with his Exemy in the Gate. Nay, amidftall thofe 
diferaces and indignities put upon him, he had learn’d in imicati- 
onofthat Princely Propheticall Patient, to poffeffe his Sou/ in 
Patience: and to ftop his month in the prefence of the wxrighteous. 
He frequently reflected upon Davids troubles + and in the Survey 
of them; upon Davids coutage and conftancy ; how he ftuck 
fatk to Gods promife : and with much Spirituall comfort relied on 
| His

His providence. Hehad found by Experience, that the Lord, 
on whom he depended, was ftrongerin fighting fer Aim, then 
all fuch as fought againft Him. Hehad been Young, and now was 
Old, yet did he never feethe Righteous forfaken, nor their Seed 
beg ging their bread. 

This our religious Pofias duly obferved > and in his Sufferings 
became thankfulls For (faid he) if David, a Man after Gods own 
heart were thus.afflitted: ifhis Exemies imagined fuch mifchiefe 
againit him:nay,if his familiar Friendsand Acquaintance who fed 
at his Table, made his Table a Svareto catch Him : What might 
his Sou! expect in thefe Evsil dayes, where impiety had fo farre 
prevailed,as Schifmes & Divifions had invaded and imbroyled the 
peace of the Church : Rebellion threatned a fearfull maffacre to 
a flourifhing State: where Loyalty was held Delinquency : Or- 
thodoxall Divinity, doctrine of an Apocryphall quality: Sincere 
Devotion, heathenifh Superftition: Ornaments of decency ap- 
proved by Antiquity, to beauifie the Sanctuary ; ragged reliques 
of pollution, prophaneneffe and idolatry : What could he (1 
fay) expect ought leffe then a ruin’d State, with an unfecur’d 
Guard to his owne Perfon? Complaints He heard daily: and 
his defires were to redreffe them : but,alas, his defires were in the 
worlt fenfe interpreted. Thofe, who, were principal Alfors in 
thefe Combuttions, fuggelted to his deluded People, that His 
Majefties’pertinacy was the ground of their :mifery. How his 
defertion of the Councell of State, aflembied for the fafety and 
profperity of the Publick: with his attention to Corrupt Coun. 
cellours, would indanger the whole Kingdome. 'Thefe, and fuch 
reports nfually came co his Ear, and in their relation wounded 
his Princely compaflionate heart. Meane time, his frequent ad- 
dreffes to his Parliament,(and in a character: below himfelf ; with 
fuch a wooing mildeneffe and fweet humility was he indued) wit- 
neffed the defire he had that theHoufe might reteine that opinion 
of him, as his intentions towards them juitly merited, And chat 
fuch a right fenfe and underftanding might be got amongit them, 
asall. groundleffe jealoufies might be retioved: and that Great 
worke for which they were affembled, feafonably promoted and 
accomplifhed. But when his affidnace addrefles might produce 


no fruit; He held Devotion the onely Refuge and Anchor-hold

to calme the ftorme of a troubled Spirit. Which, as he many 
times profeffed, wrought foheavily upon him, as for diverfe 
nights, Sleep was a {tranger tohis Eyes. But fuch was Gods 
goodnefle everto him, as his afflicted Soul was never fo much 
deprefled, but by repairing to thofe Rivers of Divine Comfort, 
the Pfalmes of David, he became infinitely refrethed : So a9, 
the durthen of his griefs was nothing fo heavy, as the Solace which 
that Book afforded him, was delightfully ftored with al Spiri- 
tuall Melody.

his calme and fecure Harbour, then an affli@ed Soule in commu- 
nicating her perplexed thoughts to a difcreet compaffionate 
Friend ; who is both willing and able to afford her fuch counfell 
as may redound to her comfort. 

It was the faying of a fage and ferious Moralift, Ifa Friend 
frould performe the Office of an affettionate vifitant, in prefenting 
himfelfe to his neceffitated Friend, and not relieve him; Sick, and 
apply nothing to him ; difconfolate, and not comfort him: Such an 
one might be rather faid to mock him, then accommodate him : fcorne 
him, then {upply him. | 

Itis handfomely obferved by One in his addrefle to His 
Mayelty;; That he had in his Three Kingdomes,. three forts of 
People: The firft, confident and faithfrll; The fecond, dif: 
fident.-and fearfull; The third, indifferent and doubrfull, 
Which he marfhalls in order, and diftinguifheth them in this 
manner. | 

The firlt were with Him in their Perfons, Purfes, (or defires ) 
and good wifhes. 

The fecond were with Him neither in their Par/es, nor good 

We/bes, nor (with their defires) in their Perfoxs. 
The third were with Him in their good wishes, but neither in. 
their Perfons, nor Purfes, nor Defires. 

His AZajefty fhared inthe fix? and sa/f, inhis introduction to. 
thefe fable and fulien times : bur in the clofe of his mif-fortunes ; 
when the Cup of his Affi@ion became more fully imbittered ;, 
He partak’t onely in the Secord. 

Their difalegeance had dryed up the Streame of their Zounty; 
-eftranged their good wifbes:and difingaged their Per/ons from any 
Service that might be confiltent to the affiftance of His Majefty : 
3 Or 
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or prefent the leaft expreflive Argument of thetr Loyalty. 

Now in this deluge of his forrowes, when he was deprived of 
all outward Supplies; was itnot needfull for him to have in fore 
fome inward Comforts, to refreth his troubled Spirit And thefe 
he found plentioufly, and precioufly treafured in thefe Divine 
Ejaculations’: which, as he many times confefled, breathed to his 
languifoing Soule molt hope, when lealt of hope appeared: He 
found how the Lord had other wayes,then onely by the Sword or 
Speare, to relieve him. He, who had power to make a ready 
paflage through the Red Sea for his People ; ac fuch time, when 
the Enemy was hehind themjand the AZeuntasnes inclofed them > 
and all wi/fble hopes of refuge were eltranged from’ them :’ Even 
that God of Holts (fuch was hisconfidencein the Almighties 
providence )would deliver him from theHand of the Wicked Doer: 
and in his duetime (for he knew well Mans extremity tobe 
Gods opportunity) make thofe ones which he had * broken to 
rejoyce. His trult was onthe Rock of his Salvation : neither did he 
fear what Man could doe unto Him, fo long as the wings of the 
Holy One overfhadowed Him. Nay, fhould he &:/ me (faid he) 
yet will I ¢-v# in him. It ishe that sade me,his appointment that 
eAnoynted me : and whofe blefled protection hath hitherto deli- 
vered me. I know he has mercy in ftore for him that walkes in. 
nocently before him ; It fhall then be my Principall care to have 
a circum/pett eye over my wayes; that I effend not with my tongwe. 
And with a refigned will rather to forgoe my Crowne,then to forge 
his favour, or become his difhonour who beltowed it on me: and 
which, if it feeme pleafing in his fight (whofe eyes areupon all 
the wayes of men) he will continue to Me and my Pofterity 
againft all the infults or aflaalts of a {pitefull Enemy. 

As for me, Iwill from the very bottome of my heart, ac- 
knowledge, that it was good for me thatthe Lord has huwsbled 
me, left 1 fhould be exalted above meafure ; and fo perif/in my 
Folly. (have feene it, (and I apply’dirto my felfe; and found 
comfort in the application) how many Children play’d wags in 
the {treet, and how one amongft alj the reft was catcht hold of, 
and corrected ;the reft untoucht: and I gathered hence,that it was 
the Nuturall Father of that Child, who took upon him>to cor. 
rect him: and how his affectiow to him, caufled this Correction of 

: him 
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‘him. This was my Heavenly Fathers courfe, with me : and I have 
* kiffed the Rod,and hé has taken pitty of me. 
‘My vefolve then fhall be, rather to defire a diffolution, then to 
‘injoy the pleafures of Sinne fora feafon. The Wages of finne is 
© Death: by hisaffiftance then that gave mea Being; I will play 
“the painfull Labourer in my Calling, that I may receive my Wages 
© from my Faith{all Adafer inthe Evening ; My day-Wwork {mall, 
© but my reward great. ea 
© Were Ithe mo miferable dévelted Prince, that the whole 
¢ world could: prefent on this active Theatre of earth ; that State- 
 cataftrophe fhontd not fo much perplex me, as one thought of a 
* prepenfed rebellion againft him that made me, No better Re/elve 
‘for a King, (as I have elfewhere expreft) ‘then to preferre his 
© Confeience before his Kingdome. Such an one may be truly held 
© more then a Conqueror: having fuch a continwall feaft within him,as 
© nothing without him may diltemper him: and of fach an abfo- 
‘ jure compofure, ashe’s fortifide in fuffering in any thing, faving 
* his honour. ; 
©. Iknow well, and you, Gentlemen, who attend me, will wit- 
€ ne(fé fo mtich with me, that the indignities, and perfonall afper- 
© Gons throwne upon me, had exceeded che bounds of humane 
 fyffering ; had I not been enabled by his goodneffe, and through 
‘hime ftrengthned with fuch Chriftian patience, as their unpre- 
‘ vailing intendments to provoke me, inraged their paffions more 
‘then they could work upon mine ; in being difappointed of 
‘chat which they moft defired, my anguifh. For in all their 
“fruitlefle Affayes, 1 remembred how David accounted it his 
“duty to keepe his mouth ¢/ofe whileft the wicked were before 
* hints 
© — Asalfo inthe vindication of my owne wrongs, I held itnot 
 onely the moft pious but prudentelt Chriftian Stratagem, to fub- 
‘due the fury of an implacable Enemy, rather with a pleafing 
*neglectfull Smile ; or as my condition. rather challenged , a 
€ Princely fleighting, then any impatient oppofition : as perfons 
“below my efteeme, and confequently unworthy my hate: Be- 
“ Gdes, I confidered, how Kevenge was often more finful! then the 


* Offence. Why then thould Iawaken my Soul co doe that, which 
© might difturb the quiet of my Soul 2: 
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“ All this while,T was not ignorant how thefe P ftters of Atif- 
‘ chiefe did not onely thraft, but thirft fore after my life, to take 
“:t.And with what planfive Principles they laboured to withdraw 
‘the hearts and affections of my Subjects : The traft of Kingdomes 
45 put upon them , which, fo long as they faithfully di[charge, they are 
to be Loxostred and obeyed’: but once being violated, their Covenants’ 
‘are broken; and they are no longer Kings; The fafety of the’ 
‘People, isthe Supreme Law : asd People were not made for the’ 
* good of Kings but Kings for the goed of the people. 

Thefe were working Notions for {tirring Spirits, and ftuffe 
enough for any Hammer to {trike and mould out fome Maftere’ 
ptece or other upon the Anvile of Sedition. % 

“ Whereas,thou O Lord, knowelt all my wayes,for my works | 
‘are ever before thee: Thou knoweft I withed no greater ad- 
‘ vantages by this War,then to bring my Enemies to moderation, 
“and my Friends to peace.Thou, I fay, knowelt right well, chat I ’ 
“alwayes held the Safety of my People effentially . confiftent : 
“with mine owne : and though thou madelt me Soveraigne over 
‘this Land, yet I never took upon me to Soveraignize over the 
‘Law. The addreffe of their wrongs was my care: elfe I had noe 
‘with fuch freedome and cheerefulneffe affented to a call of this 
* prefent Parliament. 

Having difcourfed in this fort with much efficacy and pious 
Devotion : He acquainted us what ineparable comfort he received 
from that brief Manuall, which he fiad in Part compofed, and 
meant Co continue it ; not onely amidft thofe brackith and di. 
tempered feafons, to allay his difcomforts: but to communicate 


it likewife to fych, who were jealous of his Safety, and tender of 
his Inuocency,

What choice houres He referved for this Exercife, 


ifs is written of Holy Lewis the French King ; that He ufually 
beftowed certaine houres of every day upon diltin& taskes - 
left by doing nothing, His frailty might bring Him to doe what 
was worfe then nothing, : 

The Morning He dedicated to devotion, Reading and Con- 
templation; the Meridian for his repaft and: nourifhment : 
the Afternoone for adminiftration of Juftice: with fome fpare 
houres at convenient Seafons for moderate recreation ; being 
fuch as might refrefh Him, but not too freely feize upon Him. 
Tn afl which imployments,it was his efpeciall care (as is obferved 
of Him) that his Hand, as.a ready e4/moner to his Heart, might 
be ever active in exhibiting Offices of Charity to all fuch as were 
in neceffity, 

This was a rarg te Prefident ; being fuch a patterne of 
piety, as might be mote admired then imitated. i 

The like example is recommended to us of a devout Father, in 
thofe primitive dayes of the Church: whofe cuftome it was to 
injoyne Himfelfe an hourely Taske for private Devotion, Medi- 
tation, Speculation: with certaine actuall or Manuall imploy- 
ements for reliefe of Himfelfe and others. 

No houre of the day was loft, which He might either 
Spiritually ‘or Corporally improve : So ferious He was in 
the due expence of his time; left his flock of Grace fhould 
decreafe. , 

This it was moved Holy Hierom to take a nightly account 
of Himfelfe ; as every carefull Houfhoulder fhould doe of the 
Government ofhis Family : O my fexle, what haft thor done to 
day ? Nay, to prefent to his thoughts, by a deep apprehenfion of 
the found of the La/? Trwmpe, that fearfull Summons: Arife ye 
dead, and come unto Fudgement. 

But you will fay, this familiar converfe with Death and Fude- 
ment, is better knowne to a (ell then a Court. 

For the Habitation betwixt Heaven and a (ell Se one 

; aith) 
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faith) holds fuch contiguity, as their locall diftance cannot divide 
them from a {fpirituall Society. 

For the Prayers of the Saints (whenfoever fuch Saints 
are immured in thofe Cells) pierce the Heavens , and. com- 
municate a Divine Bleffing for that Peace-offering., But to 
finde this Soule-folacing Devotion, and Spiritual! Conver- 
fation raigne in Princes Pallaces; where we may common- 
ly fee a World of Men, but a Wilderneffe of good Men ; where 
Sinne for the moft part gallants it in his footcloath: and where 
vanity with more then Military boldnefle keepes her ufnall 
Rendefvouze ; this werea rare Sight, and an Object deferving 
Admiration. 

That e4thenian Profeffour obferving a Perfon defcended from 
a Princely Family to enter his Schoole, and in Arguments of 
Difpute, to exprefle himfelfe with much facility and elegancy, 
both a Philofopher, and in Politicks a State-Councellour ; 
returned this relation tohis Friend, asfome rare and miracu- 
lous Occurrent: We have lately found in our Schooles (faid he) 
an Objet of flupexdious Wonder ; aPrince, a Philofopher, and a 
Lawyer. 

Yet all this might we eruly , and without affentation in- 
ftance in our late Gracious Soveraigne: For at fuch houres 
as He referved for Phylofophicall difcourle, His Houfhold 
Chaplaines will. witneffe thus much for Him, that His prompe- 
nefle and pregnancy inall Arguments, approv’d Him both an 
acute and folid Proficient : and for His Judgement in’ Law, — 
what without Oftentation He fpake of Himfelfe at the Barre, 
before that unprefidentall Prefident, may by fundry judici- 
ous and learned Profeffours of the Law, be confirmed of 
Him; That Heknew our Lawes as Well as moft of our Gentle- 
men inthe Kingdome. For on thefe as other Morall Studies, 
it was his ufuall cuftome to beltow fome felect houres : and 
to improve His Reading by conference and reafoning: which 
fo highly inabled Him, (being richly indued with quicknefle of 
Capacity, and aretentive Memory) asno Argumeng, were it ne- 
ver fo fpiny, tending to Divine or Morall difcourfe, could evade 
Him.And thefe Difputes He purfued with {uch a becomming mo- 
defty : as no Oppofition could beget in Him the leaft of paffion. 
Although

Although in paffages of Recreation and Pleafure, He might ap- 
peare otherwife. 

* Ic was aftradge vote, to wifh all Kings Philofophers, or all 
-Philofophers Kings: and yet in Him, might we finde thefe 
lively prefented. A brave contexture of State ; where Crownes 
are no lefle dignified by perfonall worth, then imperiall ftile. 
This makes Princes truly memorable to Pofterity ; when their 
known abilities feafoned with humility, even in their death, be it 
naturall or violent, perpetuate their memory. ; 

It is true, what was fometimes fpoken of two Ro- 
man Emperours, of different times, and different tem- 

ers. 

P The Learning of eAuguftus made his Courtiers Schollers : 
whereas the Ignorance of Licimius made his Followers Loyterers. 
So reprefentative and reflecting too were the perfonall exam- 
ples of Princes actions to their following Shadowes. Albeit, 
no Rule fo generall but admits fome exception : Experience may 
informe us, that Princes may be profeflours, and able proficients 
in Philofophy ; and yct. their Reteiers meere Pretenders ; Glo- 
wormes ofthe time, and Pencioners to Vanity. Thefe value 
time at no higher rate then as a light (empanion; whom 
they entertaine more for fport then profit: whereas fuch pre- 
cious graines as fall from times Cruct, are not to be fo lightly 
fcattered. 

Now amidft thefe houres fo ufefully difpofed, as none could 
be better beftowed to the improvement of any Perfon that pre- 
fented Majelty: Hs told us, that as his Aorning Devotions 
took up the fir? ; So He ever referved the ext for thofe ALedi- 
tations which He had now inhand. For He conceived that no 
fhoures were more happy either to the Concespt or Afemory then 
thofe prime rayes of the Morning: Fer, faid He, Ay condition vs 
not [o cleare from intrufive cares, nor invafive feares ; which all the 
day long are enconntring Me, as to recollett my felfe at all houres. 
Thoughts devoted and dedicated to God ; as they fhould be our Dar. 
lings, foare they to be digefted when the minde 1s moff at quiet. For 
as it ts impoffible to fix ones bedily eye both on Heaven and Earth at 
onetime: Sozsit for the eye of oxr inward affettion to reflect npon 


heavenly Affaires, and at that inftant to be intangled with worldly 
D2 cares 
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cares or temporary feares. Albeit, I thank God, fince my fir't bick- 
ring with thefe difloyall Affronts, which the braving infolence of un- 
civilized Subjects and thofe on whom I have in the plenteoufe/t mea- 
Sure foowred My bounty, and immerited favour have darted on més 
Irefolved with my felfe to intertaine thefe trunfitory Croffes with 
tranfitive cares ; being [ent to try Me, not to foile Ade: to beleagure, 
not furprize. For I beheld them farre below Me ; therefore unfit to 
fubdue Me. 

end, as for thofe Whe perfecuted Ade without acaufe; I accoun- 
ted no otherwife of them then divine Epittetus did of his two mortall 
Enemies, Anytus and Mellitus ; they might kill Ade, but they could 
wor hurt ALe. They might feixe upon Ady Perfon ; but My foul they 
could not touch. 

Thus have you heard what Choice houres Hereferved for this 
Exercife of Devotion. Prime thoughts were dedicated to prime 
houres : with the firft appearance of the Adorning-Sun, He pre- 
pared His affections for this Spirituall bufinefle : addreffing it 
with a fingle and fincere heart to that rifing fam of Righteon/nelfe, 
blefled for ever. |

N the Field at Wa/eby, where the battel! was fo varioufly car-

For fo confident was I of the utter Defeat, and Rout of the 
Enemy ; ano vifible defigne that ever I was put upon, coula pro- 
mile me more affurance. So as I foould heartily rwifh that His Afa- 
jelly might be perfwaded to defi from His further purfuite of Afar- 
tial Affaires, and tocompofe thefe fad d ftraétions of His K ingdome 
by other mediating wayes: For I plainly fee that the Hand of the 
Lord 1s not with ws: And afterwards dire@ting his Speech to the 
Conquering Party: Nay, Gentlemen, the Work ts done : unleffe a 
_ Divifion among your felves difcompofe it. 

There, I fay, at Nuleby, upon difcomfiture of His Majelties 
Forces, amonglt other rich prizes was this ineftimable Gemme, 
the continuation of His Divine Meditations, which He had gone 
along with to the Succeffe of that day, feized upon by the Ene- 
my, with other Papers and Characters of Concerne, being in- 
elofed ina Cabinet; referved for that purpofe. 

But fuch was the benignity of the Conquerour, or Divine pro- 
vidence rather, that would not fuffer fo excellent a worke to

I fee the gracious Eye of Heaven will not fuffer Me to be depri- 
ved of all comfort + though my owne fubdue me; Pofterity foal [ee 
by thefe Papers, that I knew how to fubdue my owne paffion: and 
folace my felfe with Divine comforts in the highth of My afflstts- 
on: Though My Enemy gainethe Field ; acompofed patience fball 
crowne me with abraver Vitlory, then their fuccef[e had obtained 
of me: I know no triumph mere abfolute then a Selfe-conquelt : and 
thw it has pleafed Godin all our finifter Occurrents, to enrich Me 
with,agasnft all Afjailants. May I ceafe to be, when I ceafe to be 
His, who wrought this influence on me. 

Thus did His Princely Pen and mind clofe ina {weet Sympathy. 

It is true, what one well obferved touching His judgement of 
Bookes, That they were the belt Cowscellours ; the belt Compa- 
sions. Councellours to advife us in all our conditions; whether 
they were breathed upon by more profperous or adverfe gales. 
This it was that taught conftant Camillus, neither to be tran{por- 
ted with honour : nor dejected by a difhonourable Cenfure. Nei- 
ther to be deluded by a light favourite: nor over-awed by an im- 
perious Command. 

Having ftrength enough to vanquifh His Foe by {miling at in- 
dignities: and with a patient fupporting of what His power 
could not revenge, purchafe a feeming conquett of His Conque- 
rour. Neither be good and ufefull Bookes (for on fuch onely 
we reflect) meerly Conncelomrs to inftcuct and prepare the af- 
feCtion to reteine an equall temper or compofure in every con- 
dition: but they know likewife how toactthe Office of good 

(Companions, in Arguments and Helpes of Difcourfe ; in a fruit- 
full expence of precious houres ; by improving theconceipt ; 
inriching the memory: and inabling every faculty to enter 
Liftsupon any Subject of Difcourfe. For Bookes fhould not 
onely be deceivers, but improvers of Time. Account weare 
to give how webeltow our houres: Light and frivolous labours 
are

minutes. 

As inthe choife of our Acquaintance, fo in our approvement 
of Bookes ; Such we areto receive into our bofome, as by our 
familiar intertainment of them, and conference with them, we 
may become bettred ; butin no particular depraved or corrup- 
ted by them. ‘This it was which moved that Learned, but unfor-

Ochers there were to be eaten, inre- 2 


fpe&t of their benefit ; but neither in fuch manner nor meafure, 


as if thofe onely were the breafts of nourifhment.. Whereas the 3 


laft were to be chawed ; or ferioufly raminated ; being fuch as mi+ 
niftred comfort to the fpirit feafonably ; fuffered no inordinate 
affection to domineere over the will imperioufly : but ten- 
ded wholly to the accomplifhment of the Reader , effectu- 
ally. e 

All which in this Singular work of AZedit ation, and pious De- 
votion any dif-interefled judgement hall cafily finde. For of 
Tu1s may be properly. fpoken, what was faid (but in another 
fenfe) of Euripides Tragedies : So many Verfes, fo many fentences. 
A ferious fianewy-dialect without affectation: A cleare method 
in the difcovery of His Princely affection : with an excellent con- 
texture of every diltiné Section to his owne comfort, and others 
fatisfaction. 

But as it isno ftrange thing for religious Workes to meet with 
the rigid? Cenfares : Soa Perfon of high Command in this impe- 
rious Army was pleafed to beltow this Cenfure upon. this exqui- 
fice Piece at His very firftfight of it: Saying, Lt was an handfome 
Piece of Hypocrifie. Whereas it may appear to the whole world, 
that His Princely Pen hated nothing more then to play the /ubrile 
Sophifter with His Soule. 

How greatly then are we indeared tothe benefit of fo unex- 
pected a recovery ? To have fuch a preciaus Jewel retrived ; fach 
an ine/timable treafure preferved from theclutches of an imperi- 
ous 
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ous Enemy ; as referve from the Spoile ? which redounded high. 
ly to the deferving honour, and fucceeding memory of His Mae; 
jefty. For by this meanes, fuch as were caufelefly jealous of His 
abilities, became fatisfied upon the Survey of this incomparable 
Pieces 

Though fome there were (fo deeply laid was the tin@tute-of 
their malice towards His Perfon) as they defired nothing more 
then to eclipfe His {plendour, by difperfing reports abroad, that
